Laboratory  Facilities  : 


Both  the  County  Council  and  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities, 
have  arrangements  whereby  throat  swabs  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  water  supplies  are  undertaken  by  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratories,  which  were  established  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council  in  1939.  One  laboratory  is  at  Conwav 
and  the  other  at  xA.berystwyth.  ' 

Samples  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  continue  to 
be  examined  at  the  Dairy  Laboratories,  Aber3'’stwyth. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 


For  non-infectious  Cases. 


The  two  hospitals  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog  and  Towjm  have  their 
own  ambulance. 


Bala  and  Penllyn  districts  possess  an  ambulance  stationed 
at  Bala,  as  also  Edeyrnion  Council,  the  ambulance  being  stationed 
at  Corwen.  An  ambulance,  stationed  at  Penrhjmdeudraeth  and 
owned  by  a Joint  Voluntary  Committee,  serves  Penrhjmdeudraeth. 
and  Portmadoc  areas.
